New Blood 
Test Detects 
Cancer 


By ALTON L. BLAKESLEE 
Paris, July 18 —(IP)—A. new blood 


test has so far proved almost 100 
per cent 
accurate 
in 
detecting 


cancer in humans, three Sw i s s 
physicians reported today. 


They told the fifth international 


cancer reserach congress the test 
is based on a chemical that 
ap- 


pears in the blood of persons with 
cancer. The chemical b r e a k s 
down a certain kind of sugar, pen- 
lose sugar. The test is made by 
adding blood serum from the per- 
son to a solution of the sugar. 


The method was described 
by

pendent businessmen. 


This language would still exempt 


from the program certain self-em- 
ployed such as doctors and law- 
yers, architects, public accountants 
and engineers. Publishers 
would 


be covered. 
Coverage would be extended to 


' nonf arm domestic servants regu- 
larly employed — those who work 
at least 24 days in each 
three- 


month period and receive as much 
as $50 in wages during that time. 


The conferees passed over, for
